“The mart beautiful place in 
the world” was shown to the Ro­ 
tary Club by Rev. William E.

“REC" BOARD

SPENDING PLAN 


Gettysburg’s Recreation Board 
Monday evening voted to forward 
to the borough’s finance commit­ 
tee a proposed budget calling for 
about tile same expenditure as the 
$14,000 allocated last year for op­ 
eration of the program during 1961. 
The budget recommends con­ 
struction of an additional rest 
room at the Recreation Park be­ 
cause present facilities are inade­ 
quate for the large numbers using 
the field. The cost of such a struc­ 
ture is estimated at $2,050. 
Final decision on the recreation 
budget will come from borough 
council. The council had asked the 
Recreation Board to prepare a 
budget showing the needs of the 
program (hiring year.

The decision came following 
a report from Recreation Direc­ 
tor Lee Raffensperger concerning 
a “fracas” in the school parking 
lot last Saturday night. More than 
300 young people have been at­ 
tending the dances each Saturday 
night, Raffensperger reported, and 
approximately 600 are members of 
the “club” set up to make certain 
the dances would be for the Get­ 
tysburg area youngsters. Raffens­ 
perger explained that any high 
school age youngster residing in 
the Gettysburg Joint School area 
can become a member.

Speeding Train Rams Gas 
Truck In Miss.; 8 Killed 


MAGNOLIA, Mies. (AP) - 
A crack passenger train head­ 
ed for Chicago — speeding 
through Magnolia at about 80 
miles an hour—rammed into 
a gasoline truck et a crossing 
today, killing at least eight 
persons and injuring six. 
The truck driver may not have 
seen the onrushing City of New 
Orleans and the train, not due 
to stop in Magnolia, rammed into 
the truck. 
Among the dead were the train’s 
engineer, J. A. Livingston of Mc­ 
Comb, Miss., and fireman, John 
L. Collins of Jackson, Miss. Tile 
truck driver, identified as Morris 
Pigott, who operates a small store 
near Magnolia, also was killed. 
EXPLOSION FOLLOWS 
Among the other dead were Bob­ 
by Gwin, a white laborer in the 
freight yards, and four Negro la­ 
borers unloading grain from near 
by boxcars. 
The explosion which followed 
the crash sent flaming gasoline 
spewing over the workers. 
Thoro was no report on how 


many 
passengers—if 
any—were 
injured. The nine-car train, one of 
the Illinois Central top passenger 
streamliners, left New Orleans at 
7:10 a.m. and was due in Chicago 
at 11:40 p.m. 
FIRE EVERYWHERE” 
The train plowed into the truck 
with “a terrible explosion,” Mrs, 
Wilma Gray told newsmen. She 
works in a drug store near the 
crash scene. 
“Fire went everywhere,” she 
said. “The front sections of the 
train were burned and killed sev­ 
eral people. I don’t guess I ever 
heard as loud an explosion.”

PLANS SET UP 


Plans for the annual Cancer 
Crusade in April were outlined 
Saturday at a meeting of leaders 
of the county units of the Amer­ 
ican Cancer Society in Pottsville. 
Attending from Adams County 
were N. Thomas Washburn, cru­ 
sade chairman this year; Mrs. 
Guyon Buehler, crusade co-chair­ 
man, and Mrs. David Blocher, ex­ 
ecutive director of the county unit. 
Former Governor George M. 
Leader was the principal speak­ 
er. “The voluntary health agency 
movement in the United States is 
a profound social revolution.” he 
said 
“The American Cancer So­ 
ciety and other major health agen­ 
cies are not charity in the old 
sense. 
“Today’s disease fighting agency 
is a far different thing. It is a 
channel for gifts from a wide 
spread of the population. And its 
activities help the giver as much 
as they do the receiver, for the 
major aims are prevention for 
all through research and an in­ 
formed public, as well as for those 
stricken. 
“The third revolutionary aspect 
of the health agencies as they are 
today is that the people who do 
the work, the volunteers, include 
rich and poor, medical profession­ 
als and lay people. These organ­ 
izations of volunteers have taken 
tremendous steps toward conquer­ 
ing the disease they fight. Not 
only do their organizations sup­ 
port research, educate the pub­ 
lic how it can avoid disease and 
help victims of the disease, but 
they lead the way for govern­ 
ment action against these same 
diseases. For example the ac­ 
tivities of the American Cancer 
Society have been to a great ex­ 
tent responsible for the National 
Cancer Institute, a federal re­ 
search institution with an annual 
budget of $91,000,000.”

At the same time, the govern­ 
ing body of high school athletics 
in Pennsylvania indicates it ex­ 
pects high school principles to 
translate this “clear m andate” 
from the membership into action 
at their level. 
Votes on two amendments to 
the PI AA constitution and bylaws 
were reviewed in an editorial in 
this month’s “P a’thlete,” official 
publication of the PIA A. 


O NE S ID E D M A R G IN S 
The amendments dealt with the 
problem of rowdyism. Both passed 
by one-sided margins. Said the 
PIAA. editorially: 
“We think it is a clear mandate 
to the committees and to the 
Board of Control to take action 
and endorse the rules of good be­ 
havior at interscholastic athletic 
contests.” 
One amendment reads: 
“A school may be suspended 
when the conduct of its adminis­ 
tration. faculty, coaches, teams, 
students or team followers is un­ 
sportsmanlike and results in ac­ 
tions which are detrimental to in­ 
dividual. school and public wel­ 
fare ami which are prejudicial to 
the purposes of this association.” 


SE C O N D CODE 
The second says: 
“The code of ethics pertaining 
to high school athletics is to be 
regarded, not only a- recommen 
dations, but as rules governing the 
conduct of schools, the coach, of 
ficials, athletic directors, princi­ 
pals and the public.” 
The editorial commented that 
the district committees and the 
Board of Control already had the 
power to suspend for the causes 
stated in the First Amendment, 
but proposed the amendment to 
get “an expression from member 
schools of current sentiment con­ 
cerning bad behavior at athletic 
contests.”

The second amendment passed, 
594-80 
The editorial also indicated the 
PIAA doesn’t plan any special 
crackdown in the form of suspen­

This is a drastic step rarely 
taken by the governing body of 
high school athletics in Pennsyl- 


\ania, although one school was 
handed a one-year suspension in 
1959 for rowdy conduct of its fol­ 
lowers. 
Rather, the editorial indicates 
it will expect school principals to 
make more rigorous enforcement 
of the code. It states: 
“Principals, who are responsi­ 
ble to the association for the ex­ 
ecution ot PIAA policy, can em ­ 
phasize to their pupils and com­ 
munities the results of improper 
behavior at athletic contests. We 
believe this will assist principals 
in the discharge of their duties.”

nedy 
Mansfield said that Congress Is 
likely to provide at least $100 m il­ 
lion in depressed area assistance 
instead of the $10 million Eisen­ 
hower budgeted. 
The Democratic leader said the 
balance in I he budget “disappears 
on close inspection.’’ He indicated 
he doesn’t believe Congress will 
raise postal rates $843 million or 
increase gasoline taxes $900 mil­ 
lion. Eisenhower used these fig­ 
ures to bolster an estimated $82 3 
billion in receipts.
